show its first profit, according to 
Paley. During 1928, the company 
showed a loss of $172,685. 
Prior 
to 1938, the loss was $205,424. T.ast 
year brought In revenues totaling 
around $3,500.000. 
According to Paley, this reve­ 
nue was realised from only 
25 
per cent of the entire output 
of 
Columbia's programs. The rem ain­ 
ing 75 per cent are sustaining or 
non-sponsored programs. 
Pay» $50 Per Hour 
In co-operation with Its releas­ 
ing stations. Columbia gives these 
sustaining programs to its outlets 
free of charge in return for which 
these stations accept for the first 
five hours of tho sponsored re­ 
leases without pay for them. For 
any sponsored programs outside of 
the five taken by any releasing 
stations. Columbia pays the m a­ 
jority of its stations $50 an hour. 
Popular music makes up 
the 
Mg share of the chain’s sustain­ 
ing programs. This type of pro­ 
gram occupies 29 per cent of the 
time.

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Furniture to Match Your Clothes Beauty and the Toothbrush

H E barrel chair and the hoop skirt ! 
I he dainty spool bed with its ruffled 
counterpane and the V irginia 
belle 
with her fluffy skirt and pantalets! 
The 
stuffy horse-hair sofa with its queer, lumpy 
lines and the prim Victorian miss with her 
leg o mutton sleeves! 
The modern sky­ 
scraper bookcase climbing shelf on shelf up 
the wall 
and 
the 
ultra 
modern young 
woman with her smart tailored costume of 
snappy lines and angles, like everything else 
of her time. built for speed as well as com­ 
fort! 
Al! down through the ages we see 
a relationship between furniture and cos­ 
tume. 
The corresponding lines and tendencies 
in furniture and fashion styles are but a 
part of the whole of art as a mirror of the 
life of the times. 
Through the earlier ages when social or­ 
ganization was primitive, 
the garb, 
the 
home and the furnishings were crude. 
The home, probably more than any other 
expression of the arts. tells the kind of per­ 
sons who live in it. 
The way you furnish 
your home, the kind of food you eat and 
the kind of clothing you wear— all tell the 
sort of personality you have. 


'J 'H E classic example of the relationship 
of clothes, personalities and times is the 
period immediately preceding the F rench 
revolution. W eak statesmen, ruled and bul­ 
lied and completely influenced by women. 
had in their places dainty feminine furni­ 
ture. W ho can look at a desk, a table or 
a bed of the times of a Louis and not be 
reminded of the velvet and satin coats and 
the lace handkerchiefs affected by the men, 
young and old, and the beruffled, jeweled 
gowns of the women? 
T he reproductions 
of this furniture used today demand the 
dainty ivory, gold. pale pink and blue back­ 
ground of that time. 
The Pilgrim fathers, tramping through New 
England woods and snow to the meeting house, 
had little use for lace handkerchiefs and velvet 
coats. Indeed such extravagances were properly 
looked upon as contrivances of the devil. Rather 
were their coats plain and heavy and their hand­ 
kerchiefs, if any, were of home-made linen. 
Their furniture was sturdy, like their characters. 
and built to hold up under a great deal of hard 
wear. Just as there was no ornamentation in 
their lives, so there was none in their furniture. 
It was plain and stern and homely. 
In English baronial castles, where the smoke 
from 
feudal 
fireplaces darkened 
the ceiling 
beams, the heavy oak furniture served knights 
whose costume most frequently worn was armor. 
W ith the coming of W illiam and M ary and 
Queen Anne we see the injection of Dutch love 
of comfort into English life.

message, “ God 
Bless O ur H appy 
H om e.’ 
Clothes were warm and comfortable, 
padded and lined for w arm th in draughty 
houses. 
T he “ golden age” of furniture design— the 
Georgian era— occurred during the lives of such 


masters of cabinet making as Thomas Chippen­ 
dale, George Hepplewhite, 
I homas Sheraton 
and the A dam brothers. 
It was an age of 
pleasant social graces, an era of polite sophisti­ 
cation. the days of great debates, the time of 
the elder Pitt. 
In all the fashions of that day 
and age we see the people, their customs and 
their idiosyncrasies. 
Shortly after this period in England, Duncan 
Phyfe began his work in America. From I 795 
to 1818 he built some of the most graceful 
furniture ever made. 
Though he lived and 
worked for 30 years more, his designs deterior­ 
ated because Am ericans of that day preferred 
the stodgy styles which came in when Queen 
Victoria ascended the throne. 
However brilliant this woman may have been 
as a ruler she has become world-renowned for 
her poor taste, and 
her name has come 
to 
stand 
for 
the 
dowdy, 
the 
ordi­ 
nary and the trite. 
The ample, billowy 
lines of the M id- 
Victorian c o s tume 
are characteristic of 
th e 
standardized, 
well - padded 
atti­ 
tude of mind of the 
times. T he age of 
d o o - d a d s , gew­ 
gaws and gadgets 
is aptly named for 
th e q u e e n who 
ruled it and whose 
palaces looked like 
a cross between a 
white elephant sale 
a n d a b a r g a i n 
counter. 
T oday, fads and 
fancies are appar­ 
ent 
in

you.

similarity in grace 
of line and delicacy

^ ou might get a rolled roast, or a “ standing 
roast’ which will have a bone, of course, but 
which will be slightly better flavor because of 
it; or a pot roast, cut off the round.

roast will be a little cheaper, but, carefully 
cooked, will taste about as good. 
lf you choose pot roast, get a piece of meat 
that weighs at least four or five pounds.

A dd a little water, cover and roast about 20 
to 25 minutes to the pound.

spoon salt. 


Sift flour and salt. 
Beat eggs well. 
A dd 
milk to eggs and add to flour mixture. 
Mix 
well and beat until very smooth.

covered, for an hour before using. G rease bak­ 
ing dish well and pour in batter. Bake in hot 
oven for about 20 minutes to half an hour.

A N Y dentists now condemn the tooth­ 
brush, claiming that erosion of the teeth 
and gums follow hectic brushing; also 
that the usual brash doesn’t ranch back teeth 
and behind and between teeth. 
T he maner in which the teeth are brushed 
is important. 
Dentists 
formerly 
laid 
great 
stress on the up and down movement of the 
brush. 
T hey no longer do so, as this has a 
tendency to train the gums aw ay from the 
crown, exposing the neck of the tooth, which is 
not covered with enamel. 
A gentle, circular 
movement, going well into the 
spaces between each tooth, has 
been found more sensible, sup­ 
plemented always with the use 
of dental floss when necessary, 
to* detach all food particles. 
and rinsing well afterw ard. 
It has been proved over and 
over 
again 
that 
stiff 
tooth 
brushes and gritty dentifices are 
a serious menace to the protec­ 
tive covering the teeth . 
. 
. 
the enamel . . . and the deli­ 
cate mucous membrane of the 
gums. 
W h at, then, are the imper­ 
ative factors toward maintain­ 
ing the teeth and the mucous 
membranes of the mouth in a healthy state? 
Eating less carbohydrates . 
. 
. starch and 
sugar . . . that the alkalinity of the secretions 
may be secured; consuming more hard and dry 
food that necessitates thorough chewing and 
so stimulates a copious flow of saliva. 
H ard food preserves the gums; dry food is 
the only kind that acts on the parotid glands. 
These particular salivary glands— the parotids 
— fail utterly to contribute any saliva to the 
mouth unless invited to do so by dry food, 
which accounts for the fact that persons who eat 
soft food and consume quantities of fluid, are 
likely to have poor teeth, bad breath, and 


w hat is even worse, wretched digestions. 
T he search for tartar solvents occupies the 
minds of dental hygienists. 
T he formation of 
this unpleasant accretion occurs more rapidly 
in some cases than in others. A t first it is soft 
and easily removable with a rubber band or 
dental floss. If the teeth are carefully gone over 
every day and this soft deposit is removed, there 
is little danger of its accumulating and forming 
hard, scaly masses around the bases of the 
teeth. M ilk alkalis used as a wash and allowed 
to remain on the teeth overnight are recom­ 
mended. 
Soap should never be used as a cleansing 
agent on the teeth, as it kills 
the active principle, pytalin, in 
saliva. 
A nd this fluid is nec­ 
essary to cope with food par­ 
ticles which lodge between the 
teeth, and which invite disaster 
if not removed. 
A free flow of saliva washes 
the teeth clean of food par­ 
ticles. 
Even so apparently slight a 
matter as the bristles of a tooth­ 
brush is o£ supreme importance 
in certain cases. 
Indeed, in some cases the 
teeth and gums are so delicate 
that a brash even of camel's 
hair cannot be used. 
Some 
dentists even have special brushes made for in­ 
dividual people, feeling that the needs of each 
person are more widely different than is gener­ 
ally supposed. 
O ne originated a brush consisting simply of 
a tuft of bristles, with which he insists his pa­ 
tients clean each tooth separately. 
Thus it will be seen that die old idea that a 
toothbrush is a toothbrush and equally suitable 
to all sorts of people, is disappearing, and that 
teeth are not necessarily preserved in propor­ 
tion to the amount of furious and indiscriminate 
scrubbing that is given them.
